/ 1  have  a  friend  in  the  United  States 
who  Laa  built  himself  a  villa  in  the 
Moorish  style,  at  St.  Augustine,  in 
Florida,  oh  well  m  an  exact  reproduc¬ 
tion  of  the  “  CEJilc’s  f^nso”  in  Pom* 
peii — with  all  its  original  classic 
grace  pf  ornamentatiou — at  Saratoga. 
Both  these  styles  have  their  charm, 
and  might  be  well  adapted  to  rnoderu 
requirements;  but  it  is  to  be  won¬ 
dered  that  nobody  haw  imitated  the 
-Japanese  house,  when  building  a 
rural  residences  in  America  or  Eng¬ 
land.  The  longer  I  myself  live  in 
these  exquisitely  neat  and  clean  dwell¬ 
ings,  the  more  I  find  to  admire  and 
to  praise  in  them;  and  then,  more¬ 
over,  they  are  so  decidedly  healthy, 
so  extremely  inexpensive  to  erect,  so 
absurdly  easy  to  furish,  and  So  .on 
tirely  refined,  becoming  aud  artistic 
as  abodes  for  people  of  taste  aud  of 
nice  habits.  The  Japanese  abode  in 
which  I  passed  my  days  of  repose  at 
Atami  could  have  been  purchased,  I 
believe,  for  eight  or  nine  hundred  yen 
or  say  $600.  It  oertainly  hod  not  cost 
as  much  to  build;  and  yet  it  was  good 
•uoiigbt  for  anylKxly  of  simple  habile 
to  live  in.  A  Prince  of  the  Imperial 
House  had — indeed — occnpeid  it  be¬ 
fore  me  for  the  winter  weeks. 

I  suppose  he  paid  no  more  Ik  An  I  did, 
about  forty  yen  per  month,  aud  had 
found  it  just  as  comfortable. 

All  Japanese  residences  being  oon-' 
atructed  on  much  the  same  lines,  and 
of  much  the  same  materials,  the  dif¬ 
ferences  are  found  principally  in  peri 
faction  of  finish,  delicate  carpentry, 
and  spotless  cleanliness  of  mats,  wood 
work,  and  accessories.  The  rooms 
are  measured  by  the  nurulwr  of  mate 
they  contain,  for  the  mat  [t  alarm]  of 
Japan  ia  of  an  alwolutely  fixed  standr 
ard,  and  does  not  vary  a  hair's 
breadth  in  length  and  breadth,  all 
over  the  Empire.  Thus  every  abode 
in  the  land — from  the  Emperor’s  pa¬ 
lace  to  the  lowest  little  shed  in  Tokyo; 
or  wayside  teahouse  on  the  Tol 
kaido  road — is  bmlt  ivith  reference  to 
the  mat;  and  all  over  the  land,  being 
as  it  is,  not  yet  cursed  with  great

In  New  Orleans,  while  one 
Bloomfield's  candidates  for  Poet 
Master  has  no  reason  to-  remember 
him  with  any  pleasure,  he  gave  that 
city  such  a  cleaning  that  it  has  been 
in  a  state  of  comprrativo  good  he&Tth 
ever  since. 

One  of  the  secrets  of  James  G. 
Blaine’s  hold  upon  the  people  was  tbs 
remarkable  memory, he  had,  and  be-, 
ing  Democratic  in  the  very  largest 
sense  in  which  that  word  can  be  used. 

The  writer  was  in  the  west  during 
the  fall  of  1872  while  Blaine  was 
making  some  speeches  for  Grant., 
The  porter  had  called  me  an  hour 
too  soon  for  the  train  which  I  was 
to  take  and  while  pacing  up  and 
down  the  corridor  a  gentleman  came 
into  the  hotel  from  a  train  just  ar 
rived.  He  noticed  the  G.  A.  R.  but¬ 
ton  worn,  said  it  was  too  late  to  go 
to  bed,  struck  up  a  conversation,  in 
which  we  exchanged  names  and  it 
was  the  first  time  I  had  ever  seen 
Jss.  G.  Blaine.  Four  yeara  after¬ 
wards  he  was  at  the  Cooper  Institute 
and  after  he  had  made  one  of  hia 
great  speeches  came  to  the  Fifth 
Avenue  Hotel,  and  learning  that  the 
Boys  in  Blue  Central  Committee  were 
in  session  in  a  room  at  the  hotel 
stepped  in  to  see  “the  boys.”  One 
after  another  was  introduced  to  him, 
but  as  he  took  the  writer  by  the 
band  he  said,  “Yon  and  I  don't 
need  any  introduction,  for  we  got 
pretty  well  acquainted  some  time 
ago."  It  was  a  trifling  inoident,  and 
yet  how  it  raised  that  man  in  my 
estimation,  that  with  all  the  people 
he  came  in  contact  wit#»  crowding  bis 
memory  he  should  haie  hail  room  to 
store  away  my  narno  ntod  features  so 
as~to.be  able  to  recall  them  when  we

There  are,  perhaps,  a  scraper  and 
a  mat  al  the  door,  to  which  some  per- 
fnnetory  attention  may  be  paid;  but 
little  by  little  every  carpet  within  be¬ 
comes  soiled'  and  must  be  beaten  free, 
periodically,  of  wbat  we  politely  agree 
to  call*’  dust”  but  which  is  really  dirt, 
and  of  tho  most  poisonous  kind,  dear 
to  Beelzebub,  god  of  filth  and  its  con¬ 
comitant  disease.  The  heart  of  the 
well  to-do  matron  is  ofttimes  heavy  to 
see  the  mud  lie  in  cakes  upon  her 
Kidderminster  or  Brussels;  and  she 
seeks  to  defend  it  with  a  drugget 
The  mistress  of  a  poor  household  gives 
up  the  strife  altogether;  she  must 
submit  to  see  the  miry  clogs  and  hob¬ 
nailed  working  boots  of  husband  aud 
children  tramp  her  floors  into  foul¬ 
ness  until  it  is  hardly  horrible  that 
that  husband  and  those  sons  will  pos¬ 
itively  sometimes  spit  upon  it  There 
is  no  okusama,  no  mistress  of  a  house, 
large  or  small,  in  all  Japan  who  has 
such  desecration  of  domestic  purity 
to  endure.

“The  strangest  accident  that  ever  fell 
within  my  observation, ”  said  Harold
